years, annual interest being fixed at 
6 per cent. with an annual sinking

Gen, Liu urged that the follow- 
ing measures be adopted for the issue 
of the new loan: 

1—The 24th Year (4935) Szechuen 
Currency "Readjustment ‘Treasury. 
Notes were converted into bonds of 
the Consolidation Loan Class B, in 
February 1986. By postponing ‘the 
payment of interest, $8,000,000 will be 
Saved during the period of 1936-1037. 
Part of this should be earmarked for 
‘the sinking fund for the new loan. 

2—The salt revenue in Szechuen 
amounts to $24,000,000 annually. 

Beginning from January 1 this year,

TENTH ANNIVERSARY

Achievement Outlined by 
National Chairman 


Nanking, Apr. 19. 
‘The achievements of the National 
Government in various felds of re- 
construction during the past decade 
‘were reviewed at length by President 
Lin Sen yesterday on the occasion of 
the 10th anniversary of the establish- 
‘ment of the national capital at Nan- 
King. The memorial service was 
held’ at National Government House, 
where over a thousand officials as- 
‘Sembled; among those present were 
Mr, Yeh Chu-tsang, Secretary 
General of the Standing Commit 
of the CEC. Mr. Chang Chi, a mem- 
ber of the CS.C: Dr. Wang Chung.

‘Mr. Lin Sen reviewed the progress 
made under the headings of ‘food 
problems, the clothing problem, the 
problem ‘of shelter, communications, 
highway construction, "navigation, 
civil aviation, and dealt with cach 
‘question in some detail. "He con- 
‘tinued: — 

T have reported on the work of the 
Government concerning food, cloth- 
ing, shelter and communications for 
the’ people. Besides these, the ex- 
ploitation of the mineral resources, 
Dromotion of afforestation and water 
Conservancy, improvement of. the 
postal and telegraphic services. and 
the establishment of long-distance 
telephone services in the leading 
cities throughout the country also 
hhave a vital bearing on the livelihood

It 
was not to be expected that a com- 
pletely perfect law would be 
evolved in the first instance, and 
from the translations which are 
available it is clear that there is 
considerable room for amendment. 
Doubtless that will be done as the 
authorities responsible for admini- 
stering the law become more fully} 
acquainted with the methods of its 
operation. Once that is done, much 
of the opposition which is at present 
voiced against the measure will be 
modified if not entirely swept away.

There scems to be little doubt 
that one of the most anxiously dis~ 
cussed problems coming before the 
consideration of the new Shanghai 
‘Municipal Council will arise from 
consideration of the Report of the 
Special Education Committee on 
Policy in Regard to Foreign Schools. 
It certainly cannot be disposed of by 
enthusiastic critics of the “three Rs” 
‘school of thought, Nor is it feasible 
for the Council to accept in the 
matter of education that sweeping 
definition of responsibility which 
would be appropriate in a homo- 
geneous community untrammelled 
by peculiar racial and political dim 
culties. ‘The Special Committee was 
admittedly appointed to investigate 
“the financial necessity of calling a 
halt to increasing expenditure upon 
education which has approximately 
doubled since 1930." ‘The other 
factor in the situation calting for 
its appointment was the doubt 
“whether the Council's existing 
educational policy resulted in a fair 
distribution among the various 
sections of the community of the 
money spent upon education, 
whether in the maintenance of 
Council schools or in grants-in= 
aid”, No educational issue was in 
volved here, No educational ex- 
pert, as such, was appointed to the 
Committee. It had, of course, the 
advantage of the ‘advice of’ the 
Council's experts on Education, Its 
Report shows that its members, 
‘charged mainly to deal with finance, 
wore not afraid to express certain 
views on the general question of 
responsibility for educational facili- 

















ties under the Council's auspices: 
“Uhere a moral obligation to provide 
in respect of those 





groups which are unor= 
ized or whose economic eircum- 
stanees prevent them from est= 
tional schools.” Tt could 
yore comprehensive view 
of the problem for its terms of 
reference were exceedingly limited.

1934 the separation of the 
jucation from the General Budget 
with a 2 per cent. rate limit on 
educational expenditure was ap- 
proved by the Ratepayers. Now the 
Council is being recommended to 
fake further steps in limitation of 
its commitments by eliminating 
from its responsibility the children 
of the I foreign community 
whieh not so completely 
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furnished itself with its own 
national schools as other com- 
munities, such as the American, 
German, Japanese and Jewish com- 
munities. Leaving out of account. 
for the moment the question of 
educating Chinese children, the 
problem resolves itself into the 
Gireet demand that the British com- 
munity shall organize itself, secure 
funds—which must be large—to 
educate the whole or a large pro- 
portion of the 724 children of that 
nationality now educated by the 
Couneil. 

It will be recalled that the com= 
munity made that provision in an 
earlicr stage in Shanghai's history 
‘but in 1892 the Council took over 
the Public School—originally a 
Masonic institution—and in 1912 
the Thomas Hanbury School, 
designed in the first instance for 
Eurasian children, also became a 
Council school. ‘From these in~ 
stitutions—by various reorganiza- 
tions including the division of the 
sexes—the Public School for Boys 
and Thomas Hanbury School (since 
1930) and the Public and ‘Thomas 
Hanbury School for Girls (since 
1935) have taken thelr origin. Off- 
shoots exist in the Public School 
for Girls (from 1927) in Yulin Road 
and the Junior School for Boys 
(from 1924) which hasbeen at 
‘Tifeng Road since 1934. Assuming 
that the suggestion to hand over 
two schools to the British community 
applies to the ‘Tifeng Rd. Boys 
‘and the Yulin Road Girls schools— 
for there are obvious reasons which 
make It improbable that the trans- 
fer could be effected in regard to 
the Thomas Hanbury foundations— 
the question arises whether the 
community would be prepared to 
make itself responsible for institu 
tions which by reason of their un~ 
doubted efficiency would attract. 
support, History is against a 
favourable answer, for otherwise 
the Council would not have had to 
take over schools in 1892 and 1912. 
‘Yot the Special Committee may be 
trusted {o have made ils recom- 
mendations with at Teast some 
ground for the belief that changed 
conditions would produce the right. 
kind of response. It seoms that the| 
whole question, raising as it does| 
important and, in some respects; 
delicate issues, will have to be| 
thoroughly examined by a ro~ 
presentative committee well-equip- 
‘bed with expert educational advice, 
‘The British community cannot ac~ 
eept the soft impeachment in the| 
contention that it shows less: 
sense of national independence 
than the American, German and 
Japanese communities. Nor is} 
it’ reasonable that those _com- 
munities which already have taken 
their own measures for relieving 
the Counell of the direct responsi 
bility for the education of their 
children should be under a financial 
disadvantage. ‘These are the. 
broadest outlines of the situation. 
No attempt is made to form final 
conclusions. One principle cannot| 
‘be ignored: the proper education of 
child in Shanghat is the minimum 
demand on the community as a 
whole, Education is the guarantec 
fof good citizenship. Good citizen- 
ship {s the guarantee that the cost 
of maintaining law and order is. 
reduced to its smallest possible pro~ 
portions. On those Tines the educa 
tional duty of the Couneil should be| 
examined and the Special Report! 
submitted for the most searching 
examination by a body whieh can| 
carry weight In giving the Couneil 
sound advice and in convincing the 
Ratepayers. 

















THE PASTOR 
April 16. 

‘To-morrow the Union Church 
bids farewell to its Pastor of the last 
five years, and to his wife who 
fully discharged with understandi 
and sympathy the duties of her 
place by her husband’s side. ‘The 
event {o Shanghai is more important 
than the change in leadership of an 
important section of the community, 
although that in itself has speci 
significance. ‘The Rev. H. G. New- 
sham has devoted himself to the 
charge committed to him by the 
‘Union Church, In so doing, by his 
‘own qualities of scholarship, vision 
and human insight, he has made 
that parochial lustrum an_object 
Tesson in: public service. Sensing 
with remarkable rapidity the 
peculiar conditions in an interna 
tional city, Mr. Newsham has con 
ceived his mission here on broad 
lines, He has not been hesitant in 
using the pulpit’s power to give 
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his Faith, Yet, by dint of a wise 
rasp of the psychology of a place 
where many conflicting currents of 
erced, thought and purpose require 
tolerant treatment, he-has sought to 
carry people with him less by the 
‘magisterial functions vested in him 
than by the combined influence of 
example and persuasion: “First he 
wroghte, and afterward he taughte” 
He has commanded the respect and, 
in no small degree, the willing co- 
operation of his brother clergymen, 
albeit of different schools of their 
Christian thought, He has won the 
affection of his flock and. the 
admiration of a vast number of men 
and women outside his immediate 
care. A young man, with, it must 
be felt,-a great call to. further 
service in his own country, Mr. 
Newsham, despite his own modest 
doubts on the subject, leaves Shang- 
hai after having made to the form: 
tion of public opinion « real con~ 
tribution the effect of which will 
surely romain for many years to 
‘come. 

His pastorship for the time be- 
1g is in commission. Perhaps that 
Is a happy provision, It enables his 
friends to bid him godspeed with- 
out any fecling of divided al- 
Tegianee. Tt makes his service stand 
‘out in ‘clear relief for the en- 
couragement and inspiration of 
those on whom lies the duty of 
choosing his successor. _Appro- 
priately is his departure regarded 
as demanding no less consideration 
and appreciation than the change 
in some administrative official post 
which customarily attracts the effort 
of public assessment. Christians— 
it may be of all sections—have per- 
ceived in his sustained exposition 
of the Bible's lore the essential 
vindication of their ereed. His wide 
reading, gifts of lucid expression 
and freedom from affectation: of 
style or mood, have given a basis 
‘of common agreement in which 
many minds of diverse conviction 
have found intellectual and spiritual 
support, Tn using the new and sup- 
plementary pulpit of the micro- 
phone, Mr. Newsham has adapted 
his methods with remarkable skill 
—an achievement impossible with 
‘out the quality of extreme sincerity, 
allied to clarity. of thought. No 
recluse by habit or calling, he has 
managed to associate himself 
admirably with the social require- 




















counsel, admonition, and consola~ 
tion in accord with’ the principles of 


ments of Shanghal and to make his 


by any hint of intolerance or em- 
barrassment. On that account alone 
his influence has been exceptionally 
strong. 

In these days the role of the 
minister of religion may seem to 
carry heavy responsibilities which 
evoke sometimes. a kind of sym- 
pathy, almost akin to pity, from 
his friends. Never does Mr. New- 
sham give the impression of need 
for such dubious consolation. He 
has all the attributes of the cheer- 
ful soldier of the Faith. He can 
take the buffets of doubt, inconse- 
‘quence and even animosity, with a 
serenity which affects no brain- 
loriousness and no superior moral 
cachet. ‘To him his religion is the 
true gospel of humanity which 
ministers not only to the weakness 
‘of the weak but to the weakness 
of the strong. He can perecive the 
woes of distress, but is not blind 
to the perplexities and inhibitions, 
which hamper their immediate ro- 
paration. To his labours within his 
own parish faithful testimony has| 
been borne by those best qualified 
to judge. They have naturally oc- 
cupied the major portion of his 
day's routine, for no pastor here 
has been more assiduous, discerning 
and devoted in maintaining with all 
classes of his Church the intimate 
‘and personal touch which his duty 
—as rigorously defined by his con- 
selence—has ordained. In his 
ability to turn from grave to lighter 
moments in the community's life he 
has been endowed with a per- 
sonality of exceeding charm and 
fragrance. He can feel that he| 
eaves here with the full conscious 
ness of having worthily served the 
cause which he has at heart. He 
and Mrs. Newsham will be grate- 
fully remembered and will” take 
with them specially warm good 
wishes for their future at Home.

‘Supreme Court upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the Wagner Labour 
Relations Act, which has been 
described as the “Magna Carta of 
Labour in the United States,” is 
being welcomed as a major victory 
for President Roosevelt's admini- 
stration, and, though the narrowness

Court's decisions might indicate the 
existence of some real doubt as to 
the validity of the Act, the fact 
remains that it has now received 
the necessary endorsement, ‘That, 
however, is not complete, for it is, 
apparent that the decisions have 
been reached on the facts of the 
various eases, rather than as a result 
‘of consideration of the principles 
underlying the Act, as it is pointed 
out that there stili remain a few 
phases of the Act, applicable to 
Tocal types of industry, undecided. 
Broadly speaking the decision of the 
Supreme Court means that the 
organisation of workers engaged in 
Inter-State commerce, is now offi- 
cially recognized as legal, that em- 
ployers will have to submit to 
collective bargaining with their em- 
ployees, and that men engaged in 
the formation of labour unions, or 
representing them before their em- 
ployers, shall not in any way be 
penalised by the latter, The opora- 
tion of the Act was supervised by 
a National Labour Relations Board, 
and it was beeause of some of the 
@ecisions of that body that the cases 
now decided were taken to the 
Supreme Court. ‘The Board's posl- 
tion with regard to the relations 
between employer and employee in 
inter-Slate commerce has now been 
clearly defined, and it may be 
expected that ‘State Iogislatures, 
where they have not already. 
done so, will eventually pass laws. 
bringing non-inter-State commerce 
into line with the new established 
Federal practice. 

‘The Wagner Act will require: 
some very careful handling in order’ 
to prevent anomalies, such as that. 
which is apparent in the ease be- 
tween the Associated Press and one 
of its employees. Mr, Morris Watson 
was an active member of the 
American Newspaper Guild. He 
was dismissed. His employers 
alleged that it was because he failed 
to do work of which he had shown 
himself to be capable. He con: 
tended that it was because of his 
Guild activities, a view which the 
National Labour Relations Board 
accepted, ordering the Associated 
Press {o reinstate him with back 
pay. ‘The Wagner Act as inter~ 
preted by the Board, and the 
Supreme Court, traverses com- 
pletely a right’ which employers 
have had from time immemorial— 
the right, so long as all terms of 

















the contract of labour are fulfilled, 
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of terminating the services of an 
jemployee, without giving any reason 
whatever. ‘The Board appears to 
be given the right of assuming & 
reason, and of revising the em- 
ployer's decision. It is obvious that 
in such cases as that of Mr. Watson 
‘a difficult situation is created. ‘The 
“Associated Press are forced to re- 
engage a servant whom they have 
dismissed. That strikes at the 
whole system of discipline within 
the organisation, for the relations 
between the employer and employee 
are now not the result of mutual 
consent, but of a mandate issued by 
the Board. ‘The employer sees his 
authority diminished and a situation 
brought about which can be satls- 
factory in the long run to neither 
party. The order for reinstatement 
reales. a most difficult situation, 
and it is suggested that the Act 
‘would have provided a better re- 
medy if it had penalized employers 
for discriminating against Labour 
representatives in their employ, 
some portion of the penalty going 
to the latter as compensation for 
the loss of employment, 

In another of the cases eighteen 
‘employees of a bus company were 
dismissed, for ineMelency which 
arose from union organisation 
within thelr ranks, ‘The relations 
between the employers and these 

sn can never be satisfactory, and 
it would seem that membership of 
a union Js, under the Act, the best 
possible means of ensuring con- 
tinuily of employment, for the onus 
of proof on the employer to show 
that the discharge was for other 
reasons would be a particularly 
heavy one, Consequently the frst 
effect of the Supreme Court's de- 
cision should be to stimulate re~ 
eruiting for the various Unions, and 
strong as they have already shown 
themselves to be in the compara- 
tively recent past, there is every in- 











») dication that in the near future they 


will have so grown in strength that 
they will prove an important factor 
in the polities of the nation, ‘That 
should not prove a bad thing, 50 
long as Labour is controlled wisely 
by its leaders, with due regard to 
national and ‘international econo- 
‘mies, and the proper relation be- 
tween - wages and the cost of living. 
But if Union leaders seek to use 
their power for the purpose of 
securing uneconomic waxes for the 
workers, it is quite obvious that 
they will soon bring the industry 
of the United States into a very 
parlous condition, Tt is here that 
the National Labour —Relatlo 
Board will have to play a very im= 
portant role in mediation between 
Capital and Labour and the wiser 
it is in its decisions the greater will 
its stabilizing effect be upon the re- 
Tations between the two, The 
decision of the Supreme Court is 
important from another point of 
view, which should not be over- 
looked. It is a warning that what 
seemed before to be implied con 
stitutional rights may have to be 
modified in view of the changing.

DOGMATIC LAYMEN 


Far be it from this journal to argue 
that only educational experts have a 
right to alr their views on the quality. 
of school-teaching or on its apparent 
results. The school like any other 
‘mortal institution has to be judged 
by the impression which it makes on 
the world outside. So the lay eritic 
has ‘his right (oan innings when

the layman to be dogmatic where the 
expert isoften diffident. The fiereest 
examiner, who ever “ploughed his 
‘way to elomal exeeration, will prob- 
‘ably think twice before asserting 
that the failure to answer certain 
arbitrarily posed questions connotes 
either stunted intelligence on the part

nstructor absent in the background. 
So, loo, must be assessed equally 
dogmatic views on the cost of Munl- 
cipal Education.

FOREIGN SCHOOLS 

Certain erities of the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Couneil’s expenditure on 
‘education appear to be under the 
Impression that the Increase in the 
Education Budget arises largely from 
the rising cost of the Council's own 
schools, “This is not correct. As was 
pointed out in this journal when 
first discussing the Special Education 
Report on April 8, the Council's ex- 
penditure on its own foreign schools 
fy actually declining. 1t has reduced 
the number of such schools from 
seven to five. Operating charges, by 
‘which the cost of the foreign schools 
can be best gauged, have fallen from 
{$811,252 in 1031. to $598,630 in 1996. 
‘The inerease in the total expenditure 
On foreign Schools 1s parlly due to 
the grants-in-aid which have risen 
from’ $163,420 in 1931 to $180,000 in 
1036. Operating charges for Chinese 
achools have risen from $520,244 in 
1931 to $693,179 in 1996;" grants-in- 
‘ld from $146,831 (in 1932) 10 $225,108 
in 1996. ‘The total expenditure on 
Foreign Schools in 1931 was $974,672 
‘and in 1936. $1,080,000. On Chinese 
Schools it was $1,501,228 in 1031 and 
$2,376,771 in 1936. It is obvious that 
ithe whole question of the Council's 
future policy, as raised in the Spe- 
cial Education Report has to be care- 
fully studied inthe tight of these 
Agures, but it is by no means clear 
that the substitution of yrant-aided 
schools for Council Schools would 
‘effect the economies which seem to 
some erities to beso desirable, what- 
fever the actual facts of the educa 
onal problem may be.

was begun at the Metropolitan Court 
yesterday.» Judge Kao.

‘The accused are Yu Li-kuei (alias 
Li Tau-an), ‘Hu ‘To-hal, Chou Shih- 
ping, Hu Changeming, Chang Kuo-pin, 
Hsu" Yao-ying, Chang -Yushua; Ho 
Pu-kwang, Liv Shu-yung (Ho and Lia 
being reporters of the Chen Kwai 
News Agency, the seeret organ of the 
‘conspirators plotting the assassination 
of Mr. Wang Ching-wei); Li Hual- 
cheng, Hsiang Chung-lin; and Lu 
Ching-ehi (at whose house was hid~ 
den the pistol used in the crime 
‘against Mr, Wang Ching-wel). 

‘The accused were defended by

In retaliation for the alleged mis- 
treatment of Soviet eitizens in Man- 
chull, the Molotov Railway Admin-

EMBASSY

LIVING COSTS 


Fish, Flesh and Fowl at 
Higher Prices 
Front Oun Own Comtsronortr 


Harbin, Apr. 9, 
Among the main reasons for the 
ow cost of living here were the num- 
ber bf dairy farms run by Russians 
in the suburbs of the town, making 
it possible to purchase a large bottle 
of milk for 7 oF B cents, The grazing 
pastures between the Hingan Moun- 
{ains and Mongolia provided excellent 
fodder for cattle and sheep, and as 
the rail freight on these was very 
low, the price of meat in Harbin was 
always below 20 cents a pound, Fish 
were delivered to Harbin In large 
‘quantities “from “the lakes on. the 
Western “frontier, and from Vindl= 
vostok. 

‘As most of the dalrymen were 
Soviet ‘citizens and thelr’ clientele 
were In the majority railway om: 
ployces, the sale of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway practically ruined all 
who had cows “and fowl, most of 
them returning to thelr native land, 
For some reason the supply of cattle, 
sheep and fish has also fallen oft, with 
the result that practically all ‘food.

It ts recalled that, at the time of 
evacuation it was nécessary for the 
missionaries to walk 40 I overland 
to a place where boats were in hid- 
fing, thence by sail to Wuhu, and on. 
to''Shanghal by river vessel, The 
Journey by sail ‘was dimeuit and 
dangerous and. on’ that memorable 
gecasion the trip from "Horel to 
Shanghai required in all ten days. 
Even since then unfavourable. winds 
‘and weather have at times prolonged 
the time between Wuhu and Hotel by 
sail to as much as two weeks plus 
IL is only slightly ‘more than a year 
since the railway has teen compieied 
connecting Hofel with the Yangtze 
River at Yiehikou, It is now possible 
to go all the way to Shanghai by rail 
(except for “the ‘ferry across. the 
Yangtze) and to complete the Journey 
In Tess than 20 hours, Overland travel 
hhag also been greaily facilitated by 
motor roads whieh are being cot

No Longer Isolated

Cireumstances of this sort, however 
were only {omporary. Hatred, threats 
‘and opposition were’ soon supplanted 
by friendliness and co-operation, It 
geoms almost incredible now that 
there has ever been anything but the 
most cordial relations between the 
church and the rest of the population. 
Everywhere misslonaries and Chinese 
Christian leaders are made to feel 
not only weledme but mich sought 
after.

For a clty of its size and import 
‘ance, Tsinan's most obvious need is 
for street Improvements. Although 
there are some good, wide roacs 
which run through the commercial 
Seltlement, the old city still sutters 
from its narrow, stone-paved lanes, 
too poor to be called streets. Within 
the lust few years the one main 
thoroughfare of the city, running 
from the settlement right to the East 
Gate, has. been macadamized, but 
most of the turnings off it are still 
Unallered, ‘The municipal authorities, 
however, realize what ought 1o be 
done and are making great efforts to 
Improve matters, In the east, south 
‘and west suburbs several of the old 
streets have been taken up, levelled, 
re-laid, and, In some cases, widened, 
‘The good work is still going on. 

“fsinan les nearto a range of lime 
stone hills, so that good road metal 
ean be oblained easily. The new 
Tonds are being made with a stone 
foundation anda tarred surface. If 
the foundation ig well rolled and a 
wuftielent quantity of tar is used, 
these roads should last for years, in 
spite of heavy traffic such as farm 
earls and wheelbarrows,

In some ways the old Paotuchuan 
market has been spoiled. “Pumping 
houses are. utilitarian, and nothing 
else; nevertheless, the clearing away 
of 0 many stalls has left a more 
open’ view of an old temple, ‘built 
close to the square pool where the 
Springs rise, ‘This. temple “owns a 
lovely roof; shiny green tiles cover 
‘the main portion, while the verandah 
like platform whieh runs right to the 
waler's edge “is roofed ‘with dll, 
ochre-coloured ties, 














Architectural Gem 

On the east stands a “ting t2u,” 
now used asa toy stall. ‘This has a 
yellow-lalled réof which ie an arehi- 
tectural gem. ‘The roof has two tiers 
the lower one ‘hexagonal and the 
upper one round, with deep ridges 
leading up to an elaborate centre de- 


coration. Supporting the upper tier 
there is some lovely woodwork, but 
the whole structure is in a neglected 
condition, and cannot be seen pro- 
perly from any point of view. 

‘The temple itself has just been dorie 
up. ‘To judge from the inseriptions 
within, it would seem as though 
several grateful ladies had a share in 
providing fresh decorations for the 
Idol that sits there in solitary state, 
‘This temple scems very popular with 
‘the women folk of the city, for there 
are always a few incense-burning 
Temales before the altar. 

‘On the other side of the pool and 
along the bank of the little river 
which flows from the springs, stand 
leahouses. Their proprietors must be 
well off, for this’ is a popular spot, 
both for shopping and also for just 
sitting.

Dr, Hawkling Yen 


Polping, Apr. 13. 

Dr, Hawkling Yen, who has recently 
been Professor of English at the 
National Normal University here, died 
this morning as the result cf a stroke. 

His last important diplomatic post: 
was that of Chargé d'Affaires at 
Washington, which he held in 1952 arid 
1992 duting the absence in Geneva, 
following the Mukden Ineident, of Dr. 
W. W. Yen, who was then Minister to 
the United States. 

Dr. Hawkling Yen was born ot Yus 
yao, Chekiang. in 1670 and attended 
St." John's. University, — Shanghai. 
Afterwards, he went to America to 
study’ political gelence at Columbia 
University, whore he received his 
M.A, degiee in 1009 and his Ph. D. 
in 191, 

‘On his return to China he was ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Foreign 
Affalrs for Chekiang. a post he held 
from 1912 to 1913. 

‘AS a {echnical export he accom- 
panied the Chinese delegation to the 
Paris Peace Conference and was later 
appointed « Counelllor in the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs. 

In 1920 he was appointed temporary 
president of Tsinghua College. 

‘The next year he hecame a member 
of the secretariat of the League of 
Nations, and was sent as deputy chiet 
seeretary and technical expert to the 
Washington Conference. 

In 1923 he was made technical ex- 
pert of the Financial Reorganization 
Commission and was in 1924 ap- 
pointed Vice-Minister of Agriculture 
‘and Comme 

At the Tariff Conference at Peking 
in 1926, Dr, Yen held the post of 
general-secretary, and he served as 
associate general-secretary for the 
Institute of Pacific Relations during 
the years 1929 and 1930, 

‘He was the author of "A Survey of 
Constitutional Development in

Grave Robber Entombed 


‘A sharp warning for would-be 
robbers of graves is contained in a 
grim story from Fenyang. A grave 
{in that district dating back to the 
Sung dynasty had been twice dis- 
turbed without anything of ‘much 
value being taken, but on a third oc- 
casion the suspicions of a relative 
‘wore roused at the sight of a rope- 
end protruding from freshly piled 
earth near the grave. Further In- 
vestigations led to the grave being 
‘opened, when it was found that one 
fof the robbers at least had paid the 
supreme penalty, and had literally. 
fallen inté the pit that he had dug. 
‘An clectric torch was by his side, 
‘and the presence of the rope together 
with other details showed clearly.

about. The absence of grave-digging 
Implements seemed to indicate that 
he was not alone in the attempt. 
Whether. his companions were alarm- 
ed at the unexpected fall of earth 
‘and callously left him to his fate, or 
whether there was foul play will 
never be known.

‘The acting British consul in Chung- 
king, Mr. H. D. Bryan, and two 
foreign friends were held up by a 
group of nearly a dozen robbers in 
Nanchuan whilst proceeding to Ching- 
fushan a few days ago. ‘The robbers 
stole all their personal effects and 
money and Mr. ‘Buyan's pistol. Mr. 
Bryan and his parly reported the 
matter immediately to the District 
Magistrate of Nanchuan, and the 
latter, giving them $20 to pay for 
their” passage back to Chungking, 
promised to do his best for them.

Rumours cireulated 
freely, and were mostly to the effect 
that the dead foundlings had met 
with foul play. ; 

Finally, ‘the’ affair came to the 
notice of the law court in Wanhsien, 
which in turn reported to Chengtu 
and ‘Nanking and suggested the 
making of a careful investigation. A 
‘great deal of importance is attached 
by the common people to the startling 
statement of @ child at a recent 
children’s fete in Wanhsion that 
Guring a. period of four months 280 
children had died in the asylum. 

Eight bodies of children it ts 
alleged who have died in the asylum 
re now being preserved in chemicals, 
‘awaiting the arrival of the official 
parly of investigation, Mr. Wu Tse- 
Slang, the Commissioner for Foreign 
Affairs in Szechuen and Sikang, has 
been appointed by Nanking to in- 
vestigate the whole affair. 

Soldiers Put to Useful Work 

A local newspaper satirically com- 
ments that if the method adopted by 
Soldiers in Hochuan. were copied by 
all the other idle soldiers in Sze- 
chuen, drought would no longer be 

isaster in Szeshuen. It appears 
that the brigadier in command of the 
soldiers in Hochuan, finding that 
there was no water in the fields and 
that the rice seeds could not there- 
fore be sown, ordered the men under 
his command to carry water from the 
river to supply the flelds in the area, 
which are now all filled with water. 

Certain influential rice speculators, 
incidentally, are trying to dominate 
the rice market and to raige its price 
to $28 a picul.

shall’ recelve this support.” 

Pointing out that constitutional 
government is now at “a turning:

KOREAN WARRIORS

Helen Keller, the famous blind and 
deat educator, welfare worker, and. 

They 
‘devoted large sections of their front 
pages to welcome her ‘who has:

‘Miss Keller, who arrived in Yoko 
ama yesterday afternoon, was her- 
self overcome by the welcome she 
‘received. Her eyes often filled with 
tears as she struggled to express her- 
self. 

Thousands of school children at! 
the dock waved flags and shouted 10, 
the distinguished visitor as she stood 
fon the deck of the vessel, while 
hundreds of persons gathered on the 
dock for a glimpse of her, 

‘Miss Polly Thomson, Miss Keller's 
seeretary-companion for 23 years, 
touched the palm of the blind 
woman's left hand, thus informing 
her, through thelr ‘manual alphabet, 
of all that was taking place. Miss 
Keller, her face beaming with smiles 
fenthusiatically waved ‘her right han 
‘to the school children on the dock, 

So great was the rush of people! 
to greet her in her cabin that it be- 
‘eame necessary to lock the door to 
prevent the crowd from surging in 
‘upon her, 

‘Miss ‘Keller was presented with 
‘more han $0 bouquets on board ship 
by her friends and admirers, She 
told reporters that her sense of smell 
and touch was extraordinarily keen 

snd that she had a profound rever- 
fence for nature, She held a bouquet 
fof roses and ‘from time to time 
buried her face in the blossoms, 
deeply inhaling thelr delicate per- 
fume. 


Message from U.S. President 

Miss Keller rogistered at the Im: 
perial Hotel where she was received 
by “newspapermen. To them she 
sald: 


“I am so overwhelmed that I om 
Jalmost speechless. I never dreamed 
that in Japan I would be recolved 
with such open arms.

DISEASE MORTALITY 
DECREASED 


In his report to the Shanghai Munt-| 
cipal Countil for March, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Health states that| 
although the death rales for both 
foreign and Chiniese community in- 
creased somewhat (due largely to 
respiratory diseases and the discovery 
of a greater number of exposed 
corpses) there was a reduction in 
mortality from’ communicable dis- 
eases in general. As anticipated, 
‘smallpox gradually’ waned and at the 
‘close ‘of the month it was confdent- 
ly hoped ‘that epidemic restrictions 
‘would soon be removed. 

Vaccination work was marred by: 
intermittent bad weather. In 
circumstances tho total of 63078 
vaccinations performed is by no 
means discreditable. As usual, the 
Department made careful prepara- 
tions to take advantage of the Chi- 
nese preference for vaccination, of 
their infants and children on “All 
Flowers’ Day" which fell on March 
24. In view of the current smallpox 
situation, the regular vacelnation 
workers’ were augmented by twelve 
ladies who Kindly volunteered to help| 
‘and were given a course of instruc- 
tion (if not already experienced), 
‘and in addition, every available) 
member of the staf was taken from 
‘other duties which were neglecled 
for the day. As a result, over 60 
staff, helpers, and Boy Scouts were 
at work. 

Unfortunately, the development of 
wintry weather’ with rain and sleet 
prevailing resulted in a total of only. 
11,097 vaccinations, or roughly one- 
third of the figure hoped for. Hence, 
the preparations were largely wast 
ed, but it is hoped that the interest 
in’ vaccination will be maintained 
ext year, as a fine day will bring 
out enough persons fully to occupy 
all helpers. “The fact that Chinese 
mothers will not risk bringing, their 
infants outdoors “in either cold oF 
wet weather, has naturally « direct 
Dearing on ‘vaccination  fgures, but 
fortunately, weather conditions on the| 
days Immediately preceding and fol- 
lowing “All Flowers’ Day” were fine, 
and the unusually high number of 
vaccinations performed on theso days 
‘compensated to some extent, besides 

idicating a sensible attitude on the

Cerebrospinal Fever Rise 
‘The incidence of cerebrospinal 
fever increased considerably, and 
last month's notifications for this dis- 
ease among residents were trebled, 
though’ the 
‘much below epidemle proportions and 
there is as yet little cause for alarm, 
fon this aceount. 

Foreign Births—The foreign birth« 
rate shows an increase of 4.88 per| 
mille when compared with last month.

‘The formal preliminary resolutions 
took little time. Judge A. G. Mossop 
was voted into the chair and read 
the notice convening the meeting. 
‘Thereafter in rapid succession Mr. T. 
Boesloy was appointed secretary’ of 
the ‘meeting, the rules of procedure 
were adopted, Mr, 8. H, Peck was 
elected a Land Commissioner, and 
Drs, A. C, Bryson and T, B. ‘Duna 
and Messrs, W. H. Plant and H. 
Porter were elected to serve on the 
Board of Governors of the General 
Hospital. The meeting then settled 
down to hear Mr, Arnhold propose 
the passing of the Council's report 
‘and Recounts, in a speech which he 
described as commenting briefly upon 
matters of ‘major importance,» the 
Couneil's activities for the past year 
having ‘been fully covered in’ the 
report itself 

‘A briof Interlude occurred when a 
ratepayer questioned the right of the 
chairman to convene the meeting 
without frst ascertaining whether 
there was a quorum present, He 
was proved to the wrong. 

Mr, Ammhold then turned to the 
burning question of economy, espect- 
ally as it affects members’ of the 
municipal staff, After outlining the 
motives of the economy commission, 
‘whose report, since amended, has ex- 
cited a considerable amount’ of criti 
‘elsm, “he defended the procedure 
adopted which, he pointed out, en- 
abled the Couneil to put into force 
next July 1 economies amount 
ing. to $900,000, and lessened the risks 
of exchange fluetiations to which the 
Counell had been formerly exposed. 
Since no change can be made in the 
torms of the Council's service with- 
‘out six months notice, he considered 
the procedure adopted by the com- 
mission adequate ‘and proper. He 
described the final result as reason~ 
able both to the ratepayers and the 
Council's start. 

Raucatlonal Restetetions 


‘The restrictions imposed upon tho 
council by finanees—or the lack of 
them—were again brought out when 
Mr. Arnhold turned to the subject of 
‘education. “Referring to the recent 
report of the special education com- 
mittee on foreign schools, he said 
that foreign sehools had ‘been ex- 
amined before Chinese schools be- 
cause the problem was simpler. ‘The 
suggestions made by the committee 
‘would have to be considered by the 
incoming Council, and the problem 
further examined’ with a view to a 
possible change of policy. 

He next touched upon what had 
been done In the matter of rickshaws 
in the Settlement. The Council had 
Incorporated the duties of the Rick- 
shaw Board in those of its own de- 
partments and there was no slacken- 
Ing of interest in the problem. By 
June the number of rickshaws would 
fhe reduced by 500, but it was neces 
sary to proceed slowly in view of the 
dangers of monopoly and raffic in 
Meences which might follow too 
drastic action. ‘The Council had acted 
in what it believed to be the best 
interests of all concerned—the public, 
the ‘pullers, and the owners. ‘Tho 
matter of further reductions in the 
number of rickshaws would be for 
future Counells to consider. 

Tn the same category was the hous- 
ing problem, a report on which was 
recently published by the sub-com- 
mittee which the Counell was request 
ed to form at the last ratepayers’ 
meeting. How best to put the recom- 
mendations of that report into effect 
would be matter for consideration 
by the next Counell. 

‘The economies effected in the 
Volunteer Corps, Mr. Arnhold con- 
tinued, had given rise to speculations 
‘and rumours as fo the future of the 
Corps. 

“ME ean assure you,” sald Mr. Arn= 
hold, speaking emphatteally, “that 
the Council has no intention what- 
ever of disbanding the Corps.”

Economy in the Volunteer Corps 
and the Council's poliey went hand 
in tiand. ‘The likelihood of external 
aggression, to meet which the Corps 
hhad - originally been formed, was 
lessening with changing conditions, 
‘and the Council also had to consider 
the somewhat equivocal position of 
the Corps in international law. 

“AL things considered,” he went 
fon. “it is thought to be the better 
policy for the Council to concentrate 
mainly upon internal security and 
gradually adapt the organization and 
training of the Corps. primarily to 
this end.” 

‘The economy motif rang through 
Mr. Arnholé’s references to the ac- 
counts, wherein he referred to the 
savings made in various municipal 
departments and the unfortunate 
effect of depressed trading conditions 
‘upon the Couneil’s revenue, “He went 
Into some detail about the effect of 
the programme of capital develop: 
‘ment upon the Ordinary Budget, and 
explained how, in spite of economies, 
expenditure had inereosed. 


WIN Ratepayers Be Consulted? 

Mr, J. 8. Barr rose to ask a que 
tion.” He wanted to know 
ratepayers would be consulted before 
the Couneil changed Its educational 
policy. AS a ratepayer and an} 
educator, “he felt the matter should 
be put fo the ratepayers first. He 
went on to compare the different 
values of police, fire brigade, and 
other municipal services, with educa 
tion, and came to the  conelusion 
that! cducation was the winner. He 
queriod the wisdom of the Council's 
decision to make a grant to the 
American School, which is in the. 
French Concession, and suggested 
that such a grant'would be more 
appropriate if made by the French 
[Concession authorities. Finally, he| 
sald he agreed absolutely with’ the 
plea set forth by the Chinese rate- 
ayers in their open letter, published 
yesterday, asking for closer _co- 
‘Operation’ between the authorities of 
tha three areas which compose 
Shanghai. 

Mi, Amhold, in reply, said that 
the Counell knew all about the 
problems involved. In Britain there 
were such things as general rates 
and special rates, but in Shanghat 
there was only ‘one rate. He em- 
phasized that the revenue of the 
Council was down, while the cost of 

lucation was up. While he could 
ive no formal assurance, he pre- 














sumed that the new Council would 
consider the whole matter and come 
to some decision.

‘Judge Mossop then put the resolu- 
tion “to the ‘meeting.

DO BRITISH REIGN SUPREME? 


Japanese Newspapers Query Influence on Council : 
Serious Charge Made in Article 


Some astonishing arguments against 
alleged British domination of the 
‘Shanghal Municipal Council were 
put forward by the Japanese press 
fon April 15." Among them were 
the ‘statements that’ most of local 
Britons live on the Council; that 
the comparison of the number 
of police employed by the British 
‘and Japanese consulates reflects 
unfavourably on the British; and 
that Britons “devour a vast budget 
with their activities to the protection 
of British interests and the pro- 
motion of British enterprises” ‘The 
‘charges were amplified in the “Shang- 

fippo” and the "Shanghai Maini- 
"As an example of what the 
Tocal Japanese community is being 
fed on, the following summary is re- 
produced — 


Japanese Attacks 


Ratepayers of the Shanghai Inter~ 
national Settlement were. taken to 
fask by the "Shanghai Nippo" for 
thelr lack of interest in the conduct 
of municipal affairs as evidenced by 
the small attendance at the annual 
meeting held on April 16. 

‘Commenting on the same subject, 
the "Shanghai Mainichi” expressed 
the hope that the Shanghat Municipal 
Couneil would conduct an administra- 
tion for the benefit of the various 
national groups, instead of promoting 
British interests alone. 

“To state that most of the local 
Britons live on the Counell would 
be no exaggeration,” the “Mainichi” 
declared. "There is abundant evid- 
fence of how the British are conniv- 
Ing to utilize the Counell to promote 
thelr own ends. We believe that it is 
lime for the SMC. to realize how 
all the regulations under which it 
Koverns are designed to create a 
society with the Britons on top and 
to reflect accordingly on its future 

‘As evidence, the Japanese dally 
cited ‘the British policemen “who 
devour a vast budget with thelr sal- 
‘ries and who devote thelr activities 
to the protection of British interests 
‘and to the promotion of British en- 
terprises.” 

Police as Proot 

“To give a familiar example let us| 
fake ‘the British Consulale-General, 
It has only a court and no police 
force. The Japanese Consulate-Gen- 
eral has its own police force to deal 
with its countrymen. ‘The British are 
able to direct and utilize the Munlel- 
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pal Police at will to mect thelr 
Reeds. Tt also happens that British 
policemen's salaries are far in ex 
‘cess of those paid policemen of other 
hnationallties. ‘These salaries natur- 
ally are borne, not by the British 
alone, but by the entire Settlement 
population,” the “Mainichi” asserted, 

‘The paper went on to eriticlze 
the comparison made, by the chair~ 
man of the Council between . the 
‘municipal rates in Shanghal_ and in 
aelly of the same size in England,

"You will recall,” Mr. Wang said, 
“the attempt made’ by the Couneil in 
1927 to Impose a similar increase and 
how, as a result of the opposition of 
the ratepayers. “this was marked 
‘extra’ and eventually done away with 
two years later. ‘This year, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. H. B, Arnhold, 
the Council’ revived ts oid request 
‘and decided, in the face of the un- 
fanimous opposition of its Chinese 
members, to submit for the approval 
Of the ratepayers a resolution calling 
for inerease in the General and Spe- 
lat Municipal Rates by 2 per cent.

“The Municipal Budget, the income 
side of which has been augmented by 
the proposed increase, was first de- 
bated upon by the Council's Finance 
Committee on March 22 under the 
chairmanship of Mr. Arnhold. Tt was 
disclosed during the meeting that the 
rentals of houses had in many cases 
reduced as much as 30 per cent. and 
‘as a result of the shortage of revenue 
eonsequent thereof an inerease in 
rates was rendered imperative.

regrets behind it. 














Balancing the Budget 

“It must be emphasized that the 
inability of the Council to balance its 
budget is due not so much to natural 
as to artiflelal causes, As early as 
1031, the Association, being then al- 
ready aware of the impending finan- 
cial tie-up of Council, submitted for 
Hts consideration an Economy Memo- 
randum which was subsequently pub- 
lished for public information on 
November 11. 

“In” the memorandum, emphasis 
was laid ‘on the criterion of taxation, 
which requires the government 10 
build up a public Income by with- 
drawing from private incomes only 
those amounts roughly calculated on 
the basis of the prople’s ability to 
pay. 

And referring to the diminishing 
poying ability of the Shanghai resi- 
dents we made the statement that 
‘it will certainly meet with public 
approval that the financial policy to 
be pursued by the Council should be 
‘one of retrenchment and economy and 
should not be directed toward the 
exploration of the source of revenue 
in order to maintain balance in the 
Municipal Budget’ On this ground, 
the Council was urged ‘to embark 
‘upon an extensive economy scheme in 
its administration with particular 
reference to the reduction of person- 
hel expenses and the discontinuance 
‘of non-essential services. 

“To be specific, four conerete sug- 
gestions were made in the memo- 
randum which, we held. ‘would have 
appreciable effects jn the direction of 
economizing municipal expenditure,” 
namely, abolition of Municipal Band 
‘and Orchestra, employment of senior 
Chinese oMcials, curtailment of extra- 
ordinary expenditure on road exten 
sions and widenings and readjustment 
of the scale of pay. 

“The memorandum concluded with, 
the opinion that ‘municipal economy

Reference was also made by Mr, 
‘Wang to the fact that the Council's 
Income had experienced a steady in- 
crease for the ten year period begin- 
ning 1926 only to be counteracted by 
a similar and at times greater ine 
crease in its expenditure. ‘The pres- 
ent precarious financial position was, 
due principally to the faet that dur- 
ing the years 1930 and 1931, while 
there was only normal inerease in 
the Council's income, there occurred. 
simultaneously an abnormal and di 
proportionately large rise in its ex- 
penditure. 

Another fact noted was the drop 
in revenue for 1936 while large in- 
crease occurred in the general charges, 
of that year. 

‘The speech concluded with a briet 
reference to the Council's policy.

Annual Pilgrimages 

‘They arrived in Shanghai, many 
of them for the frst time in thelr 
lives, “last September to make pre- 
parations for the journey. Annual 

















pilgrimages to the Land of the Pro- 
phet Mohammed have ‘been con 
ducted for the past half century oF 
more, by "the water route. Popular 
legend, however, has it that one 
Kansu’ Mohammedan made the 
joumey overland by the "prescribed 
‘way of walking and riding on horse~ 
back, and he is supposed to have 
taken three years to. make the 
Journey. 

‘During the’ past few years, the 
Blue Funnel Line has made special 
features of the trip. One of the 
‘company’s freighters is set aside for 
the journey, little cargo is carried, 
‘and ‘the holds are. converted into 
living quarters for the pilgrims, who 
are soon at home with” thelr ttle 
‘cots, blankets, prayer rugs and cook~ 
ing’ utensils. "Hundreds "more join 
them in Hongkong "and Singapore 
for the steamship journey to the port 
from ‘which they disembark for the 
pilgrimage proper to Medina and 
Mecca.

‘The annual China trade report for 
1996, issued by the Chinese Maritime 
Customs, is now on sale to the pub: 
ic. This year. the report has been 
‘issued in ‘two parts, Part 1 being 
the report itself, end part 2 a new 
volume entitled “Trade by Countries” 
whieh, Jn spite of its bulk’ (1008 
pages) should meet with a very 
favourable reception. 

‘The order of importance of coun- 
ties by imports and exports during 
1936 was the United States, Japan, 
Germany and Great Britain; this 
‘order remains unchanged as regards 
Imports, but Great Britain is third in 
the order of exports, with Germany 
taking fourth place. ‘The total value 
‘of imports and exports to the United 
States was $871 million. Excluding 
Hems under “sundry” China's great 
gst import from ‘the U.S.A. was 
“candles. soap, lls," etc. valued at 
15496231 Cusioms gold units, and 
export “oils, tallow and wax,” to the 
value of $63,400,223. 

‘The greatest Import from Japan 
was 7.445.942 customs gold units’ 
worth of “machinery and tools.” and 
export “textile “fibres,” $31,348,000, 
the total value of Imports and exports 
being $225 million. “Metals and 
‘ores led in the imports from Ger- 
many (10285282 ‘gold units), and 
‘onimal products, not Including ‘hides, 
Teather, and sking (furs) and fishery 
and sea products,” valued at $13.1 
G95, the exports; the total value of 
imports from and exports to Ger- 
many totalled $189 million.

[years and know the requirements of 
their customers, but the fact remains 
that the Ministry is apparently enter- 
ing the fleld of trade not as. an 
adviser but as a competitor, 
No Interference with Business 


‘In most countries it has been found 





‘that business thrives best when al~ 
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lowed to follow its normal course| 
through its regular and well 
established channels and that Gov- 
‘ernment. interference or operation 
‘usually results not only In a shrinkage 
rather than in expansion of the trade, 
ut in nancial losses. 

‘With regard to wood oll and tea and 
other products, much could be done 
in, (Bic prodicing “azess, to comaze 
better crops as regards both quantity: 
‘and quality, and much could also be 
Gone to facilitate and lessen the cost 
fof transportation and secure the 
hhighest price for the farmer. Ef 
fective action of this kind would 
benefit trade and go far towards com- 
batting the competition of products 
of a similar kind and thus increase 
the offtake from China, “It would 
seem that China's interests would be 
best served in this way, rather than 
in entering the fleld of’ commerce, 

‘The skilful management of the 
currency following the monetary re- 
forms of 1935, has beneftied both the 
‘export and Import trade, owing to the 
stability of exchange that has been 
maintained and the consequent re- 
moval of one of the. speculative 
factors from the merchants’ business. 
‘The conversion of the Central Bank 
into a Central Reserve Bank, which 
it is hoped will soon be accomplished, 
will still further strengthen the eur- 


veney. 

Industrially there has been cone! 
siderable development in many ways 
‘and though In the early part of the 
year the cotton mills were passing 
through dimeult times, many of them 
being “shut down" or on short time. 
others more efficiently managed 
found it necessary to place contracts, 
for extensions, Towards the end of 
the ‘Year conditions Improved con- 
siderably and the industry now ap- 
ears to be thriving. 

‘The woollen industry has prospered 
and several new plants have come 
Into operation during the year while 
others are contemplated. There Is 
oom for the development of this 
dustty, the demand for woolten efoths 
being ‘a ‘constantly expanding. one. 
‘As mentioned last year, new factories 
in which a variety of ‘goods are be- 
ing manufactured are ‘springing up. 
and though it is true they are often 
small and inadequately equipped and 
financed, they will gradually supply 
‘9. much ‘larger share of the consum= 
Able goods required by China, 

‘So far most of the industrial plants 
fare concentrated in a few large ine 
dustrial centres; but there “appears 
to be a growing tendency to spread 
Industrial effort more widely, by the 
establishment of smaller units in 
places. where the raw material is ob 
tainabie and where the market for the 
Product 1s available. ‘This would 
Seom to be a tendency worth cultivat- 
ing as the tisk of Inbour troubles 
‘would be much reduced. 

Tt seems obvious that in view of 
the constantly increasing supply of 
technically equipped men graduating 
from the colleges and universities, 
development in all lines requiring 
‘engineering knowledge 
take place at an increasingly rapid 
pace, as these men must find positions 

in Government works, utility. com= 

panies or factories. 
‘Many Loans Liguidated 

Outstanding and defaulted toans 
and debts have been referred to in 
more than one annual report, and it 
is therefore a pleasure to record that 
in addition to arrangements having 

. been made for the liquidation - of 

many of the outstanding material 
debts, arrangements have also been 
reached in connection with the re= 
adjustment of the ‘Tientsin-Pukow 
‘allway loans, the Canton-Kovloon 
Rallway Joan,” the Honan, Railway 
oan, the Lunghai Railway loan, and 
the ‘Viekers-Marconi Treasury Notes, 
while it is expected that arrange 
ments regarding the adjustment of 
the Hukuang Railway loan will be 
reached very shortly. 

Tt fs unnecessary to do more than 
refer to London quotations of Chi- 
nese securities, to realise the re- 
establishment of confidence brought 
about by. these adjustments. 

‘Sir Frederick Lelth-Ross, ably 
assisted as he was by Mtr. Hall-Patch 
and Mr. Rogers, did yeoman service, 
not for British inierests but for 
China in the assistance they were 
able to give In connection with these 
‘and other matters, 

Minister Chang Kinengau was not 
only largely responsible for arrang- 
ing the adjustment of outstanding 
and defaulted railway debts and 
bonds, but has mapped out and 
planned for very considerable railway 
extension, Already several new lines 
‘are under construction and more will 
Shortly be commenced while others 
‘are contemplated. During 1936. the 
Canton-Hankow Rollway was opened 
for trame, just a year ahead of 
schedule, and though much still re~ 
maing fo be done on this line, the 
fact that through running was pos- 
sible had a very important bearing 
‘on the settlement of the Keangtung- 
‘Kiwangsi rovolt. The extension of 
the Chekiang-Kiangs! Railway which 
will link up with the Canton-Ifan- 
Kow Railway opens up a very big 
area; while the construction of the 
King-Kan Railway, connecting Wulu 
‘with Kweich}, will tap » prosperous 
district “and will when’ completed

hai and Ningpo. An important step 
now being taken by the Railway 
‘Administration is the establishment 
of large, well equipped. Repair Shops, 
which will be able to altend to ali 
major repairs for the whole system. 
‘This plan should result in very much 
greater eMcieney and economy. 


Wighway Work Progresses 

‘The worl: on highways is still be- 
ing pushed forward with unabated 
‘energy, there being now some 112,- 
000 Kilometres of roads and highways 
throughout the country, as against 
the 1.000 kilometres. which existed 
in 1921, ‘Though some of these roads 
re not properly metalted, that at the 
resent juncture is of minor im- 
portance; the Important fact Is that 
the roads are there and that they 
‘open up the country and facilitate 
the transport of goods, thus material- 
ly. improving. the commercial _pos- 
sibilities of the country. 

Reference to communications would 
not be complete without mentioning 
the regular air service, which i 
maintained throughout the Republic 
jand whieh is proving a most popular 
means of transport, and also. the 
Gstablishment of long distance radio 
telephony throughout the nine Prov- 
inees, to Centon and Hongkong, and 
{0 Japan. ‘This telephonic connection 
Is a distinet boon to the commercial 
community and is already used ex- 
tensively. 

‘While communications are very 
Jargely. developed under National 
auspices. Provincial and Municipal 
‘authorities ave not een behind in 
developing public utilities ” such as 
Waterworks, Bus and Tramlines. and 
similar unéértakings which can best 
bbe operated by public authorities. 

‘Another department of the Gov- 
ernment which is not so much in 
the public eve is the National Con- 
struction Commission. Two of the 
very. impostant works of this Com- 
mission are the Capital Electricity 
Works at Nanking. and the Huat 
Nan Colliery and” Railway. Both 
these large undertakings are operat 
Ing most eMeiently showing sub- 
stantial and profitable growth. 

‘The foregoing have been mentioned 
as a few examples of the material 
progress ond growth of the country, 
but there are many other large works 
‘of equal Importance and magnitude 
such as the Hwai River Conservancy, 
which has already erected three 

fae locks and is now constructing 
8 very large Regulator, which will 
‘control the flood waters’ of the Hwal 
River and Grand Canal and not only 
prevent food and famine but re- 
claim large areas subject to periodical 
inundation. 

Cultural Advances 

It may be said that material pro- 
ress means little unless it is sup- 
ported by cultural advance, and in 
his connection it must be ‘recorded 
that highor educational facilities are 
available to very many thousands in 
the National ‘and Provincial Colleges 
‘and Universities, whieh provide a 
wide curriculum, and that primary 
and. middle school students number 
hundreds of thousands where former- 
Ty educational facilities were not 
available. 

‘All these factors must and will 
have an effect upon the future trade 
‘nd commerce of China and we must 
be prepared to meet the changes 
‘that will come and adapt ourselves. 

‘During the year many now laws 
‘and regulations have been enacted 
‘and promulgated, designed either to 
feontrol and regulate commerce or 
to add to the revenues of the coun- 


try. 

‘Or those intended to regulate com- 
‘mereial operstions, the most import 
fant are the Insurance Act, the If 
[surance Enterprises Law, ‘the Pat- 
‘Medicine Laws, and the Mortgage Law. 
‘The Insurance Laws contain many de- 
fects which it fg understood are now 
‘being considered with a view to a 
Justment—though promulgated, | the 
laws are not in full operation. The 
Patent Medicine laws and regulations 
for the registration of Patent Medi- 
eine vendors, were necessary to 
check the importation and sale of 
injurious drugs. Though the laws 
contain many restrictions and _re- 
quirements which appear to be un- 
necessary and unduly vexatious to 
the legitimate trade, it is recognized 
that In this as in other cases the 
ood “sulfer for the misdeeds of 
others. Defects will. doublless  be- 
come apparent, but it remains to be 
seen whether the regulations will, in 
‘operation, be as vexatious as some 
of them’ appear to be on paper. 
British importers are registering 
accordance with the regulations a 
fare doing their best to carry them 
out loyally. 

‘Mortrage Laws 

‘The Mortgage ‘laws have re- 
ceived the very careful consider: 
Yon of a sub-commiltee of your 
Chamber, it being rightly considered, 
that any’ legislation affecting the 
































iquidity’ of capital held in the form 
of real estate and the rights of the 
mortgages In connection with the 





@isposal in the event of default of 
the property hypothecated, strikes at 
the foundations of credit and limits 
the resources “available for trade, 
‘commerce and industry. ‘The whole 
question of the inequities of the 
Mortgage Law. and the advantages 
conferred on the defaulting debtor 
vis-d-vis the creditor, are being 
brought to the attention of the 
authorities and it is hoped that as a 
result, in the interests of all Chinese 
and foreigners alike, the laws may 
be modified in an equitable manner 
which will give adequate protection 
to the creditor. 

Of the laws enacied for the sole: 
Purpose of reventie production. the 
Stamp Tax law is in full operation 
‘and now that certain classifteations 
In which there was discrimination, 
have been amended, the law ap: 
pears to be working satisfactorily. 
‘The Income Tax law, however, which 
‘came into effect on January’ 1. this 
year, has many obvious objections. 
In principle no one ean reasonably 
‘abject to a moderate income tax 
Uniformly opplied throughout China 
‘but inasmuch as there is no adequat 
machinery for the collection of the 
fax and as the tax {is not uniformly 
‘applied to income, but in many eases 
to salaries only, it Is obviously in- 
‘equitable. The ‘question of the ap- 
plicabilily of the tax to foreigners 
Tesident in China is now being con- 
sidered by the Powers concerned, but 
‘though In principle there can be no 
‘objection to Income Tax as such, it 
seems unlikely that the Powers will 
Agree to enforce the law on their 
‘nationals unless and until modifica 
tions have been made in the terms of 
the law itself and unless and until 
it Is uniformly applied as an Income 
Tax.

Slr Louls Beale's Address 

Sir Louls Beale said: 

“We are witnessing in China to-day 
a progress in. the bullding of com- 
Mmunieations and the establishment of 
ublie utilities and major industrial 
enterprises of a character and size 
suitable for. the foundations of a 
‘Great industrial and trading nation. 

“These developments—because they 
‘are often scattered as individual en 
torprises here and there over so great 
en" area at first sight—may not 
strike some people as the very de- 
nite beginning of plans for great 
achievement, But, enllemen, "can 
we doubt the economic ability and 
capacity of China, If well dirccted? 

"IE we look around we sco for ex- 
ample almost 2,000 kilometres of new 

‘commenced last year as part 











metres, 

In highways 13,500 additional kilo- 
metres were opened to traffic last year 
and 60,000 additional kilometres are 
now under construction and planned. 

“Three new lines of alr travel were 
added last year and no less than 500 
towns and ‘cities in China are now 
inked by telephones. 1 cite these as 
‘examples of what China is doing in 
communications. 

"China's economic strength in the 
past has rested mainly on her 
Surieulture to which must now be 
‘added hor expanding secondary indus- 
fries. If these latter are natural to 
the resources of the country and to 
the abilities of her people, China can 
bulld up an economic siructure of 
great size and strength, But, if the 
Structure is to endure, the pace must 
not be too ropid. For a lucid and 
‘lear picture of China's present posi- | 
tion and progress, I. commend to 
your study the very able report of 
the Chairman of the Bank of China, 
Issued a few days 2¢0." 

‘Continuing, Sir Louis intimated, 

“But our interest in China is ‘not 
confined to direct trading with her. 
‘We have immense investments in 
shipping, banking, real estate, in- 
ustries, railways, insuranee—in fact

“It is many years since we first 
started to help China develop her 
rallway communications. her’ coal 
mines; it is many years since we 
jcommenced to put our money into 
shipping, banking, real estate, and 
factories in China.’ ‘These funds were 
tied up without any Intention of ready 
‘and easy withdrawal, without ‘even 
‘any hope of profitable use unless we 
gained and keep the good will of 
China, ‘They were and continue to 
be clear evidence of our belief and 
faith in China. 

“I do not claim that we have: 
made immense profits out of our in 
‘vestments in China, Bluntly, we 
have not, If we are to compare the 
advantages derived by China and by 
oursolves from these investments, 1 
think it is clear that China has been 
the chief gainer. But that is not how 
we must judge our actions, 

“We have been bold and enterprising: 
wo have rendered great service to 
China; but irrespective of the tem~ 
porary ups and downs of particular 
ventures, Tam convinced that we 
have been on the right road when we 
]set out to invest funds in appropriate 
enterprise and industry inthis 
country, and that that fs the road we 
should continue to follow, over hills 
and valleys, in the firm hope of 
‘benefit not’ only, to China, but to 
ourselves as well: 


Confidence in Future 
“So, Mr. Chairman,” concluded Sir 
Louls, *T think we have every reason 
to look to the future here and at home 
with ‘steady confidence. “There Is 
sound progress being made at home,

During the past year, the vehicles 
of the Shanghat Tramways Company 
earried over 112,000,000 passengers 
fand the number of accidents to this 
vast -army amounted to on average 
of only 042, the number of fatalities 
being four, ‘This was mentioned 
by Mr, 1H. Martin Little, chairman, 
fat the Bist ordinary general meeting 
Of the Shanghai Bleetrie Construction 
Co, Ltd, held on April 19 at 185 Soo- 
chow Road. Other directors pre- 
sent were Messrs. F, R. Davey, Ellis 
Hayim, Li Ming and P. W. Poate. 

Tn his speech, the chairman sald:— 

Bofore proceeding with the business 
of this mecting, It is with deep regret 
that T have to refer to the death of 
‘Mr. A. D, Bell, one of your Directors, 
which’ occurred on Mareh 4 last. 

For. almost two years immediately 
preceding his death, Mr. Bell occupied 
A seat on this board, and by his 
Outstanding knowledge and judgment 
coupled with his wide experience, 
Fendered invaluable service in the 
affairs of your company. 

His. passing leaves us with a real 
senso of loss and our sympathy goes 
‘out to his widow and family in thelr 
‘Dereavement. 

“The amount at the credit of ap~ 
propriation account including the 
sum of £42,155.173, brought forward 
from last year is £182,492.60., which 
compares with £168,890.63, for the 
previous year, 

Sterling exchange was notably 
stable throughout the year, any 
Variation being within the narrow 
range of 1/2-5/16 and 1/2-19/32. Tn

‘Tho Interim dividend paid in 
November last was at the same rate 
as for the preceding year namely 4 
per cent, and at a Tater stage in 
this meciing you will be asked to 
Approve the recommendation of your 
directors that a final dividend at the 
rate of 0 per cent. be paid. This 
Js similar ‘to the final distribution 
for the previous year. 

‘Assuming this recommendation 
receives your endorsement, it will 
mean that the sum of £226,302 will 
Be carried forward to the current 
‘year, which sum represents approx- 
imately the customary carry forward. 

Last year T/ mentioned that we 
‘were carrying forward an excess of 
some £5,700 compared with the 
previous year, which from the ine 
‘cations then’ ruling, might not come 
‘amiss tn the accounts now before you. 
This’ anticipation has been proved 
correct. The latter months of the 
‘year just concluded showed an im- 
provement in our revenue returns, 
Which stil continues, This indicates 
4B return {o better conditions general- 
Iy'in Shanghal and is in conformity 
with the reports of other public 
‘uility companies. 

‘The now’ subsidiary coinage com- 
prising nickel and copper coins which 
Appeared in circulation in February, 
1036, on the basis of one hundred 
ents to the dolla, gained an carly 
popularity and the new coins have 
been tendered on our vehicles, in 
payment of fares, in a constantly 
Increasing quantity throughout the 
year. 

‘Bearing in mind the need for con- 
version of our fare charges to terms 
of tho new subsidiary coinagd, 9 
conversion scheme was prepared in 
the early part of last year, in which 
‘the ‘new half cent coin was largely 
‘used In view of the easier grading 
fof fares which it facilitated, and the 
Jntontion was to introduce the scheme 
as soon. as the proportion of new 
coins collected In our revenue was 
suffictently high to justify the change. 

Malt Cents Scarce 

Unfortunately the new halt cont 
coins appear to be exceedingly searce 
fn "Shanghai, and are seldom. seen 
in elreulation with the result that it 
has not been possible to put our 
new scheme into operation. 

Tn order {o assist and encourage 
the. circulation of half cent coins, 
your company purchased a large 
Quantity from the central Bank of 
China and arranged for their issuc 
‘through conductors to passengers, in 
change, as suitable opportunities 
Occurred. ‘This effort, however, 
failed to produce the desired result, 
for while conductors were successful 
in disposing of them to passengers, 
practically none returned through out 
Fevenue in the payment of fares, 

‘Being the lowest unit of value in 
‘the new subsidiary coinage, it is felt 











that as a matter of cconomics, it can 
only fe a question of time until the 
half cent coin claims its place in 
circulation and exchange, but that 
event may not occur uniil the old 
copper coins have disappeared from 
circulation. 

‘The present composition of our 
revenue indicates that a conversion 
of our fare charges to terms of the 
Rew subsidiary colnaye cannot be 
‘much longer delayed. Attention is, 
therefore, being given to a new 
scheme based on cents only, eliminat- 
ing half cents, which, according to 
present expectations, ‘will be intro- 
duced at an early date. 

Disposing of Copper Coins 

In the carly part of last year, some 
difficulty’ was’ encountered in dis 
posing of the old copper coins col- 
lected on our vehicles in the payment 
of fares, but the position was relieved 
when arrangements were made to 
send certain quantities to the Central 
Mint. ‘The average rate of deprecia- 
ion on old copper coins for the 
year was 66.9 per cent. compared 
‘with 60.5 per cent. for the previous 
year. 

‘The amount spent on renewals ac-| 
count during the year was £14,500 
‘and this has been charged to tne fund 
‘accumulated for that purpose. The 
main’ items comprising’ this expendi- 
ture were electrical equipments for| 
tramears and pheumatie tyre conver-| 
sion sets for trolley buses. 

When addressing you last year, 1 
stated that our remuneration from the 
/Singapore Traction Company, Limited, 
in respect of the year to’ Septem- 
ber 20, 1995, had been paid less income 
tax, bit that the question of whether 
this payment was lable to taxation 
had ‘been referred to the inland 
revenue authorities for decision. 

Tam pleased to Inform you that 
the decision was favourable and the 
Jamount of £2.6444.1, being tax pre- 
viously deducted, is included in the 
Jaccounts now presented. 

For the first seventeen days of] 
October, 1995, the management partl- 
clpation due ‘to us by the Singapore 
[Traction Company, Limited, was 
£978.10, and this amount {s also in= 
cluded in the accounts.

COUNCIL FINANCE 
Chinese Ratepayers’ Views 


To the Editor of tho 
“Nonri-Ciana Dany News" 

‘Sin,—Constitutional anomaly of the 
Settlement, Tegacy of the antiquated 
past, has kept Chinese and Foreign 
Ratepayers apart. We are yet de- 
‘orred from mecting each other in 
ene assembly and discussing ques 
Uons of common interest on the floor 
‘of the same house, ‘This open letter 
ie the medium through which we 
hope to acquaint you with our views 
dip regards. the proposed increase in 
the General and Special | Municipal 
Rates and correlative Land Tax there- 
on originally xed to take effect on 
‘July 1, in the current year, but now 
postponed for a period of six months. 

‘The Chinese Ratopayers are rea- 
sonably sure that the Council could, 
if Jt only would, balance its Budget 
without having to have recourse to 
increased taxation. After a close 
sevutiny of the Municipal Budget, the 
Chinese Ratepayers believe that’ the 
Council's assessment of its income 
especially in respect 10 the rates is 
‘made on too pessimistic a basis while 
the measures of economy aiming at 
curtailment of expenditure are half- 
hearted and taken with incorrect em- 
phasis. 

Tt must be pointed out that the 
revenue derivable from the rates 
constitutes a highly stable and re- 
Mable source of income to the Coun- 
cil which for the past one decade, if 
no farther, had shown steady 
regulated therease year by year. ‘The 
only drop occurred in 1966 when a 
decrease of $700,000 was recorded. 
‘This, however, happened solely in the| 
first’ halt year, In the second half, 
the tendeney to recover soon showed 
itself, and the collection was 101 per. 
cont,’ as compared with that for the 
corresponding halt year of 1995 on| 
eash basis and 98 per cent. on ace 
erued basis. It is therefore within 
reason to predict for 1997 a receipt, 
from this source, of an amount at 
east approximating the 1935. figure, 
fand with the record of the pst de- 
ade 98 our indication reinforced by 
rowing sign ef ceonomle recovery, 
the expectation that the collection | 
‘may even rise and begin to resume 
Hs normal rate of increase is. cer 
tainly not inspired by undue opti- 
mism. 

‘This stendy increase of the Counell's 
income was counteracted by a 
‘similar and at times greater increase 
fn its expenditure, ‘The present pre~ 
carious financial position is due 
principally to the fact that during 
the Years 1980 and 1931 while there 
‘was only normal increase in income 
there occurred an abnormal and dis- 
proportionate large increase in ex- 
penditure. And in 1996, while the 
folal income showed a decrease of 
$200,000 as compared with that for 
1038, the total expenditure had 
‘shown an increase of approximately 
$1,200,000 over the 1935 figure. 
If It is remembered that the Coun- 
cil is being owed from arrears 
in rates a startling sum of $2,500,000 
similar in amount to. that which it 
hopes to. ralse through Increased 
taxation, the basle reason for the 
resent financial stringency’ is not far 
to seek, 

Of course, there have beon measures 
of economy, While we note that 9 
‘gaving. of $200,000 has been offected 
from reduction in the cost of the Fire 
Brigade and of $100,000 from abolition 
of superfuous ‘ofées, we also note 
that a lump. sum of the former. 
‘amount, was pald to its Commissione® 
‘of Works on retirement; and, of the 
latter amount, to its Secretary on re- 
signation, While it ig true that the 
‘Counei will save $1,060,000 trom staff 
economy, it is equally true that It will 
perpetuate a temporary beneft of 
exchange compensation amounting in 
1090 0 $1,880,000 and grant new ex- 
change compensation to more than 
90 Class A employees, 

It must be emphasized that the 
Counell's undue generosity to its 
senior staff has evoked comment in 
‘the foreign no less than in the Chinese 
communities, Similar views on the 
subject have found ventilation in 
Chinese and forelgn press alike. 
‘As regards the proposed _aboli- 
tion ‘of the Munlcipal Band and 
‘Orchestra, a cultural amenity in time 
of prosperity but a luxury in times 
of stress, this has been sponsored by 
the Chinese as well as by a large 
body of the foreign community: and 
0 1s the mooted disbandment of the 
Russian Detachment whieh is aptly 
described by our foreign eritic as a 
“toy Army" too imposing in time 
of peace but too inadequate for pur- 
pose of war. ‘The rapid inerease in 
the expenditures of the principal 
Departments, especially the Police, 
the cost of which in 1929 was. 
$5,500,000 Dut rose ‘to $0,620,000" in 
1081, an increase of $4,000,00 ‘in two 
‘years, has, we are sure, shocked the 
Chinese and forelgn Ratepayers alike 


























Who concur in the question Is thers 
any’ limit to the expansion?” 

‘It will be seen therefore that in 
vetoing the proposed increasc and| 


bringing to light the foregoing, the 





candid and judicious opinion of the 
foreign community. ‘The Chairman 
of the Council in secking o justify 
the inerense has emphasized  its| 
‘meagreness and pointed out that to 
the resident paying a rental of $10 
per month the increase means only 
twenty cents. We wish our foreign 
friends to understand that the dis 
‘approval of the Chinese Ratepayers 
Is not based on any pecuniary con~ 
sideration such as the Chairman 
appears to insinuate. We believe 
that the present financial stringency 
of the Counell is the accumulated 
result of over-spentling in the past 
Several years. It is only by holding| 
ight our purse string that the Coun 
cil ‘will be induced “to exercise re- 
straint and use discretion in the 
handling of public finance. "There! 
Js 0 principle involved, and the fact| 
that Shanghai is the lowest taxed 
city in the world is no reason why 
‘Shanghai should be taxed higher. 

IL Is gratifying that the Couneil has 
‘finally deemed necessary to accept an 
amendment to the Budget whereby 
the increase will be postponed for 
period of six months. At our Annual 
‘Meeting, we adopted an amended re- 
solution:

‘The Council's Policy 


To the Editor of the 
“Normi-Cima Dany News" 

Sw—The report of the Special 
Education Committee on policy in 
regard to foreign schools forms a 
welcome contribution to the study of 
fa very difficult but very important, 
problem, and the thanks of both 
Shanghai ratepayers and Shanghai 
parents are due to the Committee for 
thelr work. 

‘The need for reducing expenditure 
gn béucation. Is obvious, and the 
doubt whether present expen 
{s''being fairly Gistributed, is fully 
Justified. ‘The report, which is com- 
mendably brief, is full of useful in- 
formation, ‘ut’ the policy recom- 
mended is not likely to meet with 
ready acceptance. It involves a radi- 
‘cal change in machinery that vitally 
afects ratepayers, parents, children, 
‘and the Counell's staff. 


Are the various national groups 
willing and able’ to shoulder the 
burden?” ‘The American, German 
‘and Japanese communities have done 
50. and it is possible that the 
British and other large communities 
‘can follow their example, but it is 
by no means a simple problem. If it 
were, it is hard to understand why 
the national policy was not adopted 
in 1922 when the agreed principles 
‘were laid down. It would also be 
Useful to know why, with this obvious 
solution before” them, the Council 
adopted the programme of 1031 which 
greatly increased expenditure on 
direct. education. Was it that. they. 
investigated the question and found 
that this solution would not work? 
If this were the case, it Is likely that 
‘the ‘same conclusions would be ar 
rived at now. 

Another matter on which it would 
be useful fo have had.» information 
‘and an opinion from the Committee 
is in regard to the eMeiency and. 
suitability for Shanghai, of the exist 
ing national schools. if the British 
fand other national groups are to fol- 
low thelr example they must know 
‘a good deal about these schools. This 
‘was probably regarded as being out- 
side the scope of the Committee 
‘work, but as the report stands, It is 
‘open’ to captious erities to say that 
all the Committee have done is 10 
unload the greater part of the Coun- 
cil's obligations .on to the shoulders 
of the national groups. 1 am inclined 
to think they are right in doing so, 
but it would be interesting to learn 
‘why it has not been done before, and, 
Jn particular, why it was not ‘done 
‘before the Council launched out on 
its directly contrary policy in 1931.

Evidence was given by four doc- 
tors anda dentist at the conclusion 
‘ot ‘the case brought by Mrs. Wile 
helmina Elisabeth Schneider against 
the Shanghai Munielpal Council. in 
the Court of Consuls on April 13, this 
being the second hearing of evidence 
fon the question of damages, ‘The 
Counelt had previously found table 
for damages, Mrs. Schneider is clalm- 
‘ing ‘$145,000 from the Counell for 
injuries ‘resulting from fire drill 
carried out at Race Course Apart- 
ments on August. 20, whieh, she 
alleges, was performed negligently 
‘and unskilfully. Only two out of 
the three judges, Messrs. C. E. Gauss, 
(President of the Court), and J. W. 
©. Davidson, sat, Mr. , Kawai being 
‘absent from’ court, 

Included among the medical wit 
nesses was Dr, Fanny Halpern, prin- 
cipal of the psychiatry department of 
the National Medical College, who 
sald that’ she had examined the 
petitioner on November 6, 1936. She 
found that petitioner was suffering 
from a traumatic, aceident, 











neurosis, and a physcho-nourosis due 
to a deformity of the face. 


Mr, MeDonald: Was she suffer- 
ing from any form of eomplex?—She 
was suffering from the effect of a 
sudden shock, both physieal and 
mental, and physchologieal changes 
were to be noticed owing to the de- 
formity of the face. 


Not Fit to Work 


Witness said that she had also 
examined “the petitioner on the 
previous day, when she had found 
physchologically the same condition 
‘a8 at the previous examination. In 
her opinion, petitioner could not 
have taken up any employment since 
the accident, and at present was not 
fit to work. 

‘Mt. “Bryan, _(cross-examining) 
‘You ave not prepared to state whi 
her complexes were prior to. the 

eldent?—Mrs. Schnelder had some 
symptoms which could not have been 
present. without an accident having 
fakon piace, 

‘Dr. Thomas Dunn, called for the 
defence, sald that he examined Mrs. 
Schneider Inst December, and the 
only physical injury of a ‘permanent 
nature was the scar. “He did not 
notice any physchologieal complex. in 
fact he was surprised how calmly 
she told her story. He did not con 
sider that a plastic surgery operation 
was necessary at the present time, 
‘and she might never need: such an 
‘operation, 

‘Asked what would be the proper 
charge for such an operation, for 
which petitioner is claiming $18,000, 
witness said that in his opinion it 
would only be a minor operation, 
costing roughly $300-500, 

Mr. Nelson, (cross-examining), 
Aro there any’ doctors in” Shanghai 
‘well-known for thelr ability to per- 
form stich operations?—Yes, there are, 
‘Some of our better surgeons, British, 
«German or American, are capable of 
‘an operation of this’ kind, 

‘Are they specialists?—Not in the 
sense that specialist would be under 
stood in England or America, 

What would be the cost of an 
‘operation “in America or Great 
Britain?—In gold dollars what it 
‘would be in Mexican dollars here, 

Dr. A. D. Wall, who examined the 
petitioner on March 24, also express- 
ed the opinion that a plastic surgery 
operation was not necessary at the 
present. time, 

. MacClellan C, Fellows, dental 
surgeon, gave evidence as’ to. the 
eondition ‘of Mrs, Schneider's teeth, 


Previous Case Cited 

In his summing up, Mr. Bryan 
referred to a case in the Chinese 
‘court in which a Chinese" wos killed 
in an aecident at Lunghwa. An 
aeroplane went up with deceased In 
it, and subsequently crashed into. 
tink, all on board being killed.” ‘The 
Dlaintite claimed $133,090.24, but was 
only allowed. $15,000 by. the court, 

he largest amount of damayes ever 
awarded to a plaintiff against the 
Council is $4,680, in addition to $060 
costs, and $281 court fees.” sald Me, 
Bryan, “and in that ease the plaintif 
brought suit against. the Council for 
the death of her husband.

‘The'policy of the Court or Consuls: 
had never been to award large dam- 
ages against the Couneil. This 
was in accordince with the policy 
of ‘the local courts, especially the 
Chinese court. The evidence in 
dicated that the petitioner was not 
seriously injured, and the Council 
were prepared ‘to consider any 
reasonable claim. Mr. Bryan point- 
ed out that at the beginning petitioner 
hnad claimed $222,000, but as soon as 
the petition was’ filed this was re- 
duced to $145,000, Costs could only” 
Include actual "court costs, not 
lawyer's fees. Counsel's fees were 
entirely a private matter, and the 
court had no jurisdiction ‘to render. 
a judgment between client and. 
counsel. Mr. Bryon mentioned that 
a bill “had been put in for over 
$10,000 by Mr. MeDonald for services 
between September 15 and January 
26, which he considered excessive. 


No Precedent For This Case 


‘Mr, Nelson, in his summing up. 
sald that there were many more in- 
Juries, than mere disfigurement, and 
the evidence showed that the peti- 
toner had suffered much pain and 
anguish, both physical and mental, 
‘The principal damage suffered was 
the Joss of her Job, and the possibility 
‘of her obtaining employment was 
practically nil, Referring to Mr. 
‘quotation of Chinese law, 

‘said that the court wa 
lering Chinese lave, ‘The 
mere fact that $4,680 was the highest 
award made against the Council. was 
‘of no consequence in this ease, and 
every case must rest on its own facts. 
‘There was no precedent which would 
assist in determining the result of 
the present action, 

Apparently, continued Mr. Nelson, 
It was only because of the Unreason- 
able attitude of counsel for the 
elitioner that the Couneit had not 
paid damages. Why, then, did the 
munieipal advocate contest the ques- 
tion of ability? The amount of 
the claim had been reduced because 
petitioner felt that her condition had. 
Improved, and if the court awarded 
the sum’ claimed, petitioner would 
only be receiving a just “compensa~ 
tion for her injuries. 

In giving judgment in plaintit's 
favour. the” Court’ assessed the 
damages to be paid by the Council 
Jn the sum of $9400, including peti- 
tloner’s costs. The Court costs of the

‘The defence as amended denies the 
promise in July, 1934, but admits that 
in that month the’ defendant “in- 
Uimsted to the plaintiff that he would 
‘consider marrying her at some future 
date.” and that “on or about the 20th 
‘September. 1934, upon being informed. 
by the plaintiff that she was pregnant 
the “defendsnt agreed with the 
plaintiff verbally to marry her at the 
Consulate and in the Roman Catholic 
Church." Te also denies seduction of 
the plaintiff under zny promise of 
marriage and alleges that intimacy 
took place between them at their first 
meeting on June 30, 1934. that the 
plaintif’s statement as to her preg- 
aney was untrue and that she mad> 
Ha condition of her promise to marry 
that he should agree to a morringe 
ceremony to be performed at a Roman 
Catholic Church and that he should 
allow her grandmother to reside with 
them after the marriage, to which 
conditions he agreed in reliance upon, 
her representation that she was preg~ 
nani. ‘The defence further alleges: 
that the plaintiff was not fit in health, 
to full the duties of a wife nor 
capable of ‘marriage without danger 
to her life, that a reasonable time for 
the performance of the sald marriage 
had not elapsed and would not elapse 
until the defendant was in a position 
‘and possessed of sulficient means to 
marry her and that the defendant 
was not in such a position or pos- 
sessed. of such means: admits a 
further promise in March 1996 but 
divested ‘of the two above-mentioned 
fconditions. whereupon the plaintit 
Fefused to marry the defendant and 
‘exonerated him from performance of 
the agreement, and finally denies 
refusal to marry her and alleges his 
willingness to do so, but not under 
her conditions. Such is my summary 
‘of these pleadings, and it only re~ 
‘mains to record that during the course 
fof the hearing counsel for the plaiatitt 
‘abandoned the paragraph of his slate 
ment of elaim which alleged a promise 
in July. 

‘According to the plaintif’s evidence 
she. first_met the defendant at a 
hhouse-bost party to whieh she was 
invited by a girl friend at the end 
‘of June 1934. ‘The party consisted of 
{wo girls and two men and that night 
they slept side by side on the fore 
part of the deck. Thereafter the 
Dlaintiff and the defendant mot each 
Other daily untit the laiter left for 
the holiday in Japan on July 23.

other day and ‘received three letters 
from her. ‘These latter were des- 
troyed; his were addressed to “My 
darling Nadia” and were the letters 
fof a man honestly in love, They 
‘contained such expressions as “chang 
ing you into ‘Lady’ Sansom,” “I want 
to keep you always.” “I want you 
to realise that Tam sincere and shall 
always love you.” “I should have re- 
mained a bachelor for life if 1 had. 
‘hot met you." and “the day is com- 
ing. T teust, when we shall be always 
together.” The defendant returned 
from Japan on August 13 and the 
plaintift from ‘Tsingtzo, whither she 
had yone for her holiday. seven days 
Tater. On that August 20 she went to, 
the defendant's quarters in Carter. 
Road in the evening: there she agreed 
to merry him and intercourse took 
place between them for the first time. 
On August 27 he wrote on her be- 
half to a friend of hers who was.

"Alter her release from hospital vke 
plaintift was under treatment by 
Japanese chiropractor, for whose 
Services the defendant ‘paid the sum 
fof $120, and about four months after- 
wards she telephoned to the latter 
land asked him to come to see her but 
hhe refused to do so and referred her 
to his lawyer. He went to Formosa 
for a holiday at Christmas 1995 and

Foreign interest in the Chinese 
stage, however well-intentioned, is 
often diminished by a lack of ‘in- 
formation regarding the technique 
of the acting and staging and the 
actual plot of the plays, It says 
much for the ability of Chinese 
factors that even without this in- 
formation a foreigner can often 
derive considerable entertainment 
from the theatre. Yet many would 
ike to extend thelr acquaintance 
with Chinese plays, if only they had 
further information about them, It 
is estimated that about 50 plays 
cover 80 per cent of those usually 








performed in Chinese theatres. In 
a book now published with the 
frank intention of giving the for 





cigner the equipment he desires 
(‘Famous Chinese Plays". Henri 
Vetch, Peiping. $12.50) Mr. L. C. 
Arlington and’ Mr. Harold Acton 
have gone to the trouble of. translat- 
ing 33 plays and they hope to 
present the remaining 27 in a future 
volume, ‘The versions which they 
ive are those actually witnessed on 
the stage, as Chinese editions arc 
said to be very unreliable, the 
Tanguage and dialogue of a single 
play varying to an amazing degree.

diffeult for the Western mind to 
resist.

The. play 
on which Mr. S. L. Hsiung's transla 
tion is based is, of course, “Wu 
Chia Po"; and. it revolves ‘round 
the theme’ of Penelope and Ulysses.

‘Arlington and Mr. Acton under’ the 
tile of “Fén Ho Wan” (“At the 
Bend of Fén River"), which was|

“Fén Ho Wan" tells the story of 
Hslich Jén-kuei, a soldier of for- 
tune, who began life in Shansi as 
poor tiller of the soll. Having 
distinguished himself in fighting 
against rebels, he was given a 
military commission and tater ac-| 
companied the Emperor on his ex- 
peditions to Korea (627 A.D.), be- 
ing eventually made Prince Pacifl- 
cator of Lisotung. Commanding 
against the Turfans, he was severely 
defeated and condemned to death, 
but was only eashiered. Later he 
retrieved his reputation by a decisive 
victory over the Turkie tribes. ‘The 
play, built up on his return home, 
has only three characters: stich 
Jen-kuei himself, his wife, Liu 
Ying-ch'un, and ‘their only son, 
Ting-shan.” Separated from her 
husband for 18 years and never 
receiving a single line from him, 
Liu has been true in spite of suffer= 
ing extreme poverty. Hsiich, 
returning to his long-neglected 
home, meets a bey shooting geese 
and spearing fish. and the following

LESS SMUGGLING IN SWATOW 


Since Nanking Took Over Revenue Increased by 
$2,000,000: Runners the Real Problem 


By Mucuano T, Vicuers 


‘Smuggling in Swatow has been 
marked by a large decrease and 3 
resulting Increase in the Customs 
abvenue of $2,007,988.32 during 1996 
‘over the preceeding year. A con- 
siderable proportion of this amount 
‘can be attributed to the abolition of 
the old political régime in Kwang- 
tung and the coming of this province 
under the control of Nanking. The 
former so called “oMcial” smugsling 
lg now a thing of the past and most 
ot this Incrcased Customs revenuc 
acerued during the last five months 
fof the year which were under the 
new régime. ‘Figures. are not avail- 
fable for the first quarter of 1937, but 
it is authoritively reported that an 
even greater proportional increase 
would be shown, 

‘Smuggling into Swatow is a dif- 
ferent problem from that of the 
Fuklen ports of Foochow and Amoy. 
In Swatow the smuggled articles do 
not come from Formosa, or at least 
hot directly. "They come from the 
free port of Hongkong. Undoubtedly 
a number of junks carry on regular 
smuggling selivity, but the Customs 
Prevention Service has reduced this 
to a comparatively small amount, and 
the main diMeully comes from’ the 
runners. , 

‘Some of the runners 0 back and 
forth between Swatow ‘and Ilor 
kong, paying a few dollars for their 
third-class passage and clearing from 
$5 t0 $20 on cach trip If they success- 
fully evade the Customs imspection, 
Other runners are on thelr relurn 
trip to Formosa and earry goods Into 
Swatow and smaller amounts to 
Amoy. Leaving Keelung, for ex 
‘ample, on the first of the month the 
Lost arrives in Amoy carly in the 
morning of the second and docs not 
$011 until Jate. afternoon giving the 
Funners sullicient time to go. ashore 
‘and dispose of thelr goods. The next 
ay the ship calls at Swatow and then 
fon the fourth arrives at Hongkong.

Experience with Runners 

From the writer's observations in 
‘making the round trip with a group 
‘of them, these Formosan runners 
seemed to regard it as a ploasant 
job with no risk, little, work and 
ample time for recreation. Suficient 
time ashore is allowed, the early 
evenings are passed in friendly 
gambling games and Une food Is satis- 
factory. 

‘My personal experience with this

Customs 
parly and discussion ensued regard- 
Ing the articles scized, It was sur- 
prising to find that the settlement 
was made in the nature of joking 
ack and forth and when the Cus- 
toms inspector scored a point at the 
‘expense of one of the runners, a roar 
of laughter would go up from his 
fellows.

With an average of 
fen boats of various sorts eomini 
Into Swatow every week trom Hong- 
ong, it brings the Total gure of 
smuggled sugar by runners up to 
about 6,000 Ib, per month. 

From ‘the observation of ‘this trip,

Ralds on Shops In Swatow 


Unhindered | by extratercitorial 
rights of shopkeepers in Swatow, the 
raids on suspected shops here have 
been an important measure in the 
curbing of smuggling. Most of the 
tips loading to these raids are given 
by the public. An Information. box 
‘stands outside of the Customs House” 
under the big clock, Anyone ean 
place in thig box the name of a 
shopkecper or dealer of any kind 
who has smuggled goods. Anonymous 
notes are a deadly weapon against 
enemies and a popular way of pay- 
ing off private grudges, It was prob- 
ably a tip of this sort that Tend. to 
the recent raid and confiscation of 
$20,000 worth of German dyes, 

However, “if the information is 
signed, the’ informant gets a bonus of 
40 per cent. of the value of the goods 
seized. Recently there have been 50 
‘many making attempts to earn these 
bonuses thal the Customs now re- 
quires. a $20 deposit before a. raid 
Is made. If no smuggled goods are 
found, then the $20 is retained by

Varied Experiences En Route to Scldom-Explored 
Territory: Beautiful Scenery and Tasty Fruit

During the summer of 1936 vas 
‘engaged in geographical and geomor= 
phological reconnaissance workin 
Western China, but as T particularly 
desired to study in somewhat more 
detail the terraces of the Yangtze 
river I travelled, not on the ‘large 
sleamerships that go up to. Iehang, 
‘but largely on the. small launches 
known to foreigners as chiekenboats, 
In this way one kept close to the 
banks and not only “could good 
observations be made but also, when 
anything likely to be of real eo 
Requence was observed one could 
easily disembark at small villages at 
which “no steamship yould ever stop.

T won 
der if Thold the record, My total 
fare between Nanking and Hankow 
was only $6. ‘There is certainly no 
luxury on these bonts—but how ei 
terlaining they are. How interesting 
it is {0 sec all the excitement at 
these incredible embarkations, with, 
everyone doing his best to’ keep 
smiling and everybody pushing and 
shoving in an endeavour to get first

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FROM TACHIENLU TO YUNNAN 


10th Hussars Officer Making 30-day Journey: Capt. 
Brocklehurst’s Wide Experiences

‘Tachientu, Mar. 13. 

Captain Brocklehurst of the 10th 
Hussars (Prince of Wales's Own) is 
due to arrive in Jurong to-day, He 
fot to the border on February 23 and 
eft again for Yunnan, Burma, India 
‘and England on March. He Is fllow- 
ing the long trail to "South of the 
Clouds.” which is now becoming, 
quite ‘well-known. When Capt. Gill 
was up here in 1878 he talked about 
the “organization of a start” and 
since that day things have changed 
very litile, A start from Tachienlu 
Inany direction is always an adven~ 
ture. Boxes have to be made, loads 
packed up to a corlain weight, eggs 
prepared, beet’ cooked and bread 
Eaked, and when the start is really

‘Leaving Tachientu in, Szechuen for’

range the captain's caravan, One

Ton L, Wdriess is an experienced 
writer of tales of “adventure and

In “Forty 
Fathoms Deep". But after reading 
this book: the impression is left that 
perhaps the author himself has been 
‘Swept off his fect by the great pos- 
sibilities of the subject he sels ‘ou 
to deat with, ‘The frst half of the 
book consists of a series of breath- 
aking adventures " surrounding a 
stolen pearl; murders, knifings, 
drownings and sudden death are the 
order of the day, and the reader 
wonders where it, will all end: but 
it ‘really nevor does end, for the 
narrative changes into a very sane, 
very interesting and most instruc: 
tive description of the pearling In- 
dustry and the dangers run by 
divers. ‘The characters in this story 
fof the Western Australian seas are & 
strange admixture of whites, blacks, 
Japanese, Chinese, Malays, Cingalese, 
Manilamen and Walf-eastes of every 
shade, “all of whom speak a queer 
dialect which is a mixture of “pidgin 
English” and Afriean Const jargon: 
‘even when we settle down to Chap- 
ter XXXIV, headed “The Bishop's 
Ghost," we ‘find a few desultory re-

Readers of “The Three Musketcers" 
‘will recognize the heroine of this 
Biography. Tt tells the story of Anne 
fof Austria's carly life as the consort 
of Louls Xf, The matrimonial 
ddifieulties of royally have often been 
pletured as quite different from those 
Experienced by lesser people, yet in 
fessence it offen seems thot the same 
faelors which upset the domestic 
biise of ‘kings and queens are also 
fo be found elsewhere. Anne came 
to the magnificence of the French 
couft as a bride afler a long and 
troublesome carriage journey across 
Spain, a shy, almost frightened young 
woman. whose beauly caught | the 
popular imaginatiow and seemed to 
be her best quarantee of a friendly 
Feception in her new country. But 
she had to contend with the over- 
powering forcefulness of her mother~ 
inelaw; and the young husband, no 
less shy than his bride, was discon- 
certed by the lack of delicacy shown 
by his court and his mother in the 
‘early stages of his married life. When 
the new. French bride-queen had 
relied to the privacy of her own 
Apartments on arrival at her fulure 
ome, she was not given any respite. 

‘The unwilling bridegroom was 
drought to his beautiful young bride 
under ‘maternal escort, 

It is not surprising that a marriage 
begun under those conditions and 
subject to the intrigues, political and 
otherwise, of the court of that d 
‘met with ‘many difficulties.
